The  220  FSC  teachers  will 
receive  pay  raises  totalling  8  per- 
cent. Dr.  Burke  disclosed  in  a 
recent  news  release  that  the 
teachers  will  be  due  for  another  8 
percent  salary  increase  in  August, 
but  provisions  for  the  funds  have 
not  been  included  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's recommended  budget  for 
the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  original  bill  called  for  $2. 1 
million  in  teachers'  raises,  which 
was  $500,000  short  of  the  funds 
necessary.  The  total  for  all  em- 
ployees is  $9  million.  As  a  result, 
each  of  the  10  state  colleges 
would  have  had  to  pick  up  their 
share  of  the  $500,000. 

At  their  meeting  on  March  31, 
SGA  passed  a  motion  which 
stated  that  they  would  support 
the  MTA-Fitchburg  in  their  effort 
to  secure  a  fair  and  equitable 
contract. 

Ann  Wright,  a  member  of  the 
junior  class,  said,  "I  feel  that  the 
teachers  would  be  justified  if  they 
had  to  go  on  strike.  They've 
earned    their    money    and    they 


deserve  to  be  paid  on  time.  If  a 
strike  meant  that  I  would  have  to 
go  to  school  longer  I  wouldn't  be 
happy,  but  I  would  understand." 

During  an  interview  Friday, 
President  Mara  said  that  he  was 
optimistic  throughout  this  crisis 
that  it  would  be  resolved  without 
the  teachers  having  to  go  on 
strike.  Although  Mara  showed  his 
support  by  joining  the  teachers  in 
their  informational  picketing,  if  a 
strike  was  to  occur  he  said  that  he 
couldn't  condone  it.  He  explained 
that  his  responsibility  to  the 
college  community  is  to  keep  the 
campus  functioning.  Also,  he  felt 
that,  "Students  with  any  strike  are 
really  the  victims  -  it  doesn't  make 
a  difference  which  side  they  are 
on." 

In  a  separate  interview,  Dr. 
Robert  Lee,  the  Campus  Crisis 
Coordinator,  stated,  "Our  MSCA- 
Fitchburg  wants  to  thank  the 
students  for  their  strong  showing 
of  support  in  this  situation."

LICENSING  SUSPENDED 


Kenslea  Re-elected

In  a  meeting  held  on  March  24, 
1981,  the  Board  of  License  Com- 
missioners of  Fitchburg  ended 
caf  parties  as  they  were  known  on 
campus.  The  Board  voted  to  sus- 
pend granting  one  day  beer  and 
wine  licenses  to  student  groups  at 
Fitchburg  State  College. 

The  Programs  Committee,  as 
well  as  all  other  student-run 
organizations,  will  not  be  able  to 
serve  alcohol  at  their  events. 
Planned  caf  parties  have  been 
cancelled  for  the  time  being. 

Student  groups  will  not  be  able 
to  hold  parties  and  serve  alco- 
holic beverages  in  off  campus 
locations  which  do  not  assume 
responsibility  for  the  liquor 
license  because  they  will  not  be 
able  to  obtain  a  beer  or  wine 
license.  Since  the  Wallace  Civic 
Center  dispenses  the  alcohol,  the 
decision  did  not  affect  the  status 
of  events  held  there. 

The  reason  for  this  decision 
cited  in  a  letter  from  C.  Elliot 
Nielsen,  Chairman,  is  "due  to 
reports  of  serious  disturbances  at 
an  event  held  on  March  14th." 


Mr.  Nielsen  also  reminded  the 
Fitchburg  State  community  that 
in  the  original  agreement  the 
college  would  only  be  issued  day 
liquor  licenses  as  long  as  no 
major  problems  arose  from  the 
practice. 

Several  incidents  were  re- 
ported from  the  March  14  St. 
Patrick's  caf  party.  Outside,  a 
group  of  male  students  rushed  the 
door.  Other  students,  who  had 
waited  patiently  in  the  long  line, 
pushed  forward  to  block  their 
entry.  The  resulting  crowd 
squeezed  up  against  the  door  and 
the  windows.  A  serious  conse- 
quence could  have  been  a  student 
getting  pushed  through  a  window. 

Inside,  a  fight  broke  out  be- 
tween two  students.  Officer 
O'Brien  and  Officer  Pelletier 
attempted  to  separate  the 
students.  In  the  resulting 
confusion  the  officers  were  struck 
by  the  students.  Though  no-one 
was  seriously  injured,  the  matter 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  of  License  Commis- 
sioners. On  the  basis  of  the

The  Caf  Party,  held  on  Sat- 
urday, March  14,  sponsored  by 
the  class  of  '81,  was  the  scene  of 
hundreds  of  students  celebrating 
an  early  Saint  Patrick's  Day. 

Getting  into  the  party  was  a 
difficult  task  for  most  revelers, 
with  a  sea  of  bodies  6  and  7  deep 
stretching  from  the  cafeteria 
doors  to  the  Quad  at  one  point.

The  Student  Government  As- 
sociation over  the  years  has 
developed  into  a  smoothly  func- 
tioning entity,  providing  many  ex- 
cellent services  to  the  student 
body  of  Fitchburg  State  College. 

One  of  the  major  shortcomings 
of  the  organization,  however,  has 
been  an  apparent  lack  of  self 
direction.  The  S.G.A.  has  seemed 
to  react  to  events,  more  than  act 
on  situations. 

In  an  attempt  to  resolve  this, 
we  are  submitting  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  entire  council,  the 
following  recommendations  for 
goals  and  objectives  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  at 
Fitchburg  State  for  the  academic 
year  1981-82. 

"As  outlined  in  the  constitu- 
tion, the  purpose  of  the  S.G.A.  is: 

The  purpose  of  the  Association 
shall  be  to  encourage  responsi- 
bility and  cooperation  in  demo- 
cratic self-government;  to  form 
an  official  body  for  expressing  the 
judgments  of  the  students,  and 
fostering  activities  and  matters  of 
general  student  interest;  to  secure 
and  defend  the  rights  and  free- 
doms necessary  for  our  f uU  parti- 
cipation in  the  educational  pro- 
cess; to  insure  the  civil  rights  of 
the  membership;  to  promote  full 
understanding  and  cooperation 
among  the  students,  the  faculty, 
and  the  administration  in  order  to 
further  the  welfare  of  the  cor- 
tege." 

The  above  mentioned  purpose 
is  an  excellent  general  statement, 
and  the  following  specific  goals 
go  hand  in  hand  with  our  pur- 
pose. 

Towards  Expressing  the 
Students  Judgements 

As  outlined  in  the  constitution, 
Section  III,  Item  D,  the  agenda  of 
the  regular  meetings  shall  be 
posted  on  ALL  S.G.A.  bulletin 
boards  twenty-four  hours  before 
the  scheduled  meetings. 

In  compliance  with  this  self- 
imposed  directive,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  conjunc-' 
tion  with  the  Public  Information 
Officer  to  designate  an  area  on 
each  S.G.A.  bulletin  board  for 
the  posting  of  each  agenda  no 
later  than  noon  each  Monday, 
further,  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  shall  be  posted  in  the 
same  location  no  later  than  noon 
on  Thursday. 

The  Public  Relations  Com- 
mittee shall  publish  an  S.G.A. 
newsletter  twice  monthly,  with 
the  content  to  consist  of  the 
minutes  of  each  meeting,  and  any 
other  material  deemed  appro- 
priate by  the  committee. 

The  Public  Relations  Com- 
mittee shall  work  with  the  Editors 


of  the  Rhetoric,  and  the  officers 
of  WFRC  to  further  publicize  the 
business  and  personal  side  of  the 
Student  Government  Council  and 
its  members. 

Towards  Fostering  Activities 

And  Matters  of  General  Student 

Interest 

The  S.G.A.  shall  aid  the  Pro- 
grams Committee  in  their  effort 
to,  "provide,  implement,  and  ad- 
minister a  program  of  activities 
and  events  which  shall  include  a 
broad  spectrum  of  form  and  taste, 
but  which  shall  be  relevant  to  the 
campus  community,"  by  insuring 
that  the  committee  has  a  suffi- 
cient funding  base,  considering 
requests  for  additional  funds  in 
the  event  an  opportunity  arises  to 
program  an  unscheduled  event 
which  would  benefit  the  college 
community,  and  by  submitting 
suggestions  for  events  when  the 
S.G.A.  is  confronted  with  a  novel 
form  of  programming  which 
might  benefit  the  college. 

To  aid  in  the  programming  for 
homecoming  weekend  by,  assist- 
ing in  the  selection  of  a  home- 
coming chairperson,  assisting  that 
chairperson  once  selected,  allow- 
ing S.G.A.  funded  organizations 
to  plan  and  run  homecoming 
events  through  the  budget  pro- 
cess. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  assist  in 
improving  the  flow  of  information 
on  campus  by,  meeting  the  previ- 
ously mentioned  Public  relations 
objectives,  by  providing  the 
Rhetoric  with  a  sufficient  funding 
base  for  the  printing  of  a  weekly 
paper,  and  considering  requests 
for  additional  funds  should  un- 
foreseen circumstances  necessi- 
tate supplemental  funding. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  assist  WFRC 
in  its  efforts  to  expand  and 
improve  their  broadcast  services 
by  funding  a  subscription  to  the 
United  Press  International  news 
service,  by  providing  additional 
funding  should  the  need  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  full  council 
according  to  our  regular  pro- 
cedures, and  by  aiding  WFRC  in 
its  efforts  to  be  granted  an  F.M. 
license. 

Towards  Securing  and  Defending 
The  Rights  and  Freedoms  Neces- 
sary For  Our  Full  Participation 

In  The  Educational  Process 

The  S.G.A.  shall  continue  to 
work  through  all  possible  chan- 
nels to  achieve  student  represen- 
tation on  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
Massachusetts,  the  local  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  providing  student 
input  to  any  and  all  committees  of 
the  above  mentioned  bodies. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  maintain  con- 
tact with  all  committees  at  Fitch- 
burg State  by,  appointing  student 


members  to  all  committees,  re- 
questing, and  keeping  on  file  the 
minutes  of  all  committees,  includ- 
ing departmental  curriculum 
committees. 

To  participate  fully  in  a  Na- 
tional Student  Organization,  by 
becoming  members,  and  attend- 
ing conferences. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  participate 
fully  in  any  state-wide  student 
organization,  and  shall,  if  the 
opportunity  arises,  hold  a  state- 
wide student  conference. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  maintain  close 
contact  with  the  activities  of  the 
Great  and  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  the  office  of 
the  Governor,  and  work  for  the 
passage  or  defeat  of  appropriate 
legislation. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee  of  the  All 
College  Committee  towards  pro- 
viding a  barrier  free  campus  for 
handicapped  students. 

The  S.G.A.  shall  continue  to 
provide  free  legal  advice  to  the 
students  of  Fitchburg  State,  and 
shall  work  towards  expanding 
that  service  by  seeking  a  com- 
plete interpretation  of  General 
Law  C73  IB,  and,  if  it  is  within  the 
limits  of  said  legislation,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  appearance  of  an  at- 
torney in  a  court  of  law,  at  a  cost 
to  be  determined  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  the  S.G.A.,  and  its 
attorney. 
Additional  Goals  and  Objectives: 

Recognizing  that  changes  in 
state  law,  and  developments  on 
campus  have  altered  the  nature  of 
some  of  our  functions,  the  S.G.A. 
shall,  conduct  a  complete  evalu- 
ation of  the  existing  constitution, 
and  by  revising  it  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  council,  and  the 
student  body  at  large,  shall  up- 
date its  affairs  and, begin  to  look 
toward  the  future.^ 

The  S.G.A.  shall  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  Student  Life  Of- 
fice, and  the  Housing  Department 
to  improve  and  expand  the  serv- 
ices provided  by  the  Off-Campus 
Housing  Office.  This  shall  be  ac- 
complished in  part  by,  aiding  the 
director  in  a  search  for  more 
accessible  office  space,  and  by 
improving  the  two  way  channels 
of  communication  between  the 
S.G.A.  and  the  O.C.H.O. 

Recognizing  that  most  students 
deal  with  the  S.G.A.  and  its 
council  members  through  the 
office,  it  shall  be  requested  that 
each  council  member  spend  at 
least  two  (2)  hours  per  week  in 
the  office.  Along  a  similar  line, 
the  S.G.A.  shall  investigate,  and 
pursue  the  possibility  of  expand- 
ing the  existing  copy  center.

The  International  Club,  one  of 
the  newest  clubs  on  campus,  is 
unfortunately   one    of   the   least 


known.  This  factor  has  been  the 
core  to  problem  the  fledgling  or- 
ganization has  encountered  in 
getting  off  the  ground. 

The  club  itself  was  founded 
through  a  project  sociology 
teacher  Dr.  Browning  started  in 
his  ethnic  relations  class  last 
semester.  A  group  of  students  in 
the  class  were  instructed  to  form 
an  international  relations  com- 
mittee and  contact  international 
students  on  campus  for  meetings 
and  discussions.

and  scholastically. 

But  the  club,  whose  member- 
ship had  grown  to  35  students,  by 
late  last  semester,  has  had  no 
more  than  8  members  appear  at 
any  of  the  4  meetings  held  this 


semester.  The  reason  for  dwindle 
seems  to  be  a  lack  of  publicity, 
many  members  don't  seem  to 
realize  that  the  club  still  exists.  "I 
send  out  flyers  announcing  meet- 
ings which  go  unnoticed  and  put 
up  posters  which  are  always 
ripped  down,"  said  a  frustrated 
Jimps  Jean  Louis,  the  club's 
treasurer. 

But  the  problem  hasn't  stopped 
the  small  club  from  continuing 
with  it's  intended  projects.  The 
club  is  sponsoring  a  trip  to  the 
United  Nations  Building  in  New 
York  City  on  Friday,  April  10th. 
Response  to  the  trip  has  been 
very  encouraging,  with  55  people 
already  signed  up  as  of  March 
18th.  The  organizers  of  the  trip 
are  hopeful  that  the  trip  may  be 
the  catalyst  to  a  boost  in  club 
membership.  Besides  organizing 
the  trip,  the  club  is  also  working 
on  a  budget,  hoping  for  SGA 
funding  next  semester. 

The  next  International  Club 
meeting  will  be  held  on  Thursday, 
April  16th  at  1 :30  in  Percival  Hall, 
room  207.  Club  members  are 
hopeful  for  a  good  turnout  and 
wish  to  add  one  final  note  to 
members  of  last  semester.

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NEW  GUIDE  FOR  NURSING 
STUDENTS 


Three  Fitchburg  State  College 
Nursing  Professors,  who  devel- 
oped an  interesting  and  novel 
approach  to  teaching  pharma- 
cology while  working  with  stu- 
dents at  the  college,  have  written 
a  Pharmacology  Learning  Guide, 
recently  published  by  the  C.V. 
Mosby  Company  of  St.  Louis. 

The  book  is  designed  as  a 
supplemental  guide  to  standard 
pharmacology  text  books  and 
uses  a  fictional  family  to  demon- 
strate real-life  applications  of 
pharmacological  theory,  add 
interest  to  course  content,  and 
provide  alternative  methods  of 
learning  pharmacology  to  accom- 
modate the  variety  of  ways  stu- 
dents learn. 

The  authors  of  the  book  are 
Mildred  Marion  and  Sheila 
Fredette  of  the  Fitchburg  State 
Faculty  and  Constance  Hoyt  of 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
and  a  foremer  member  of  the  FSC 
faculty. 

Professor  Marion  said  the  three 
developed  the  guide  book  over 
the  course  of  several  years  to  assit 
Nursing  students  at  the  college 
apply  information  from  their 
pharmacology  studies  to  contem- 
porary^ issues  in  the  use  of 
over-the-counter  drugs  and  com- 
mon prescription  medicines. 

"The  key  was  to  fit  theory  into 
a  frame  of  reference  that  would 
aid  learning.  An  example  of  how 
we  did  this  was  to  use  mnemonics 
in  an  amusing  way  to  assist  recall 
of  various  information,"  said ' 
Marion. 

Mnemonics  are  devices  to  as- 
sist memory.  The  fictional  family 
in  the  book  is  the  result  of  a  union 
between  descents  of  the  Hart  and 
Brella  family.  Chester  Hart,  the 
paternal  grandfather,  suffers  from 
chronic  obstructive  pulmonary 
disease,  and  Sarah  Brella.  the 
maternal  grandmother,  from 
cerebral     arteriosclerosis.     The 


name  of  each  family  member  is 
linked  in  this  mnemonic  way  with 
an  illness. 

"Over  the  years  we  have  had 
positive  response  from  the  stu- 
dents using  this  learning  method. 
They  make  the  reading  a  little 
more  interesting  and  help  the 
student  to  recall  the  material 
studied,"  said  Marion. 

Professor  Marion  is  a  regis- 
tered nurse  and  graduate  of  Bur- 
bank  Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
and  Fitchburg  State  College  and 
holds  a  Masters  of  Arts  Degree 
from  Assumption  College.  She 
has  done  post-graduate  work  at 
both  Boston  and  Harvard  Univer- 
sity and  is  very  active  in  com- 
munity affairs  in  Baldwinville, 
where  she  makes  her  home. 

Her  two  co-authors  are  also 
registered  Nurses  and  graduates 
of  Fitchburg  State  and  Burbank, 
with  extensive  experience  in  clini- 
cal nursing  settings  and  nursing 
education. 

Professor  Fredette,  a  resident 
of  Fitchburg,  holds  a  Masters  of 
Science  Degree  in  Nursing  from 
(he  University  of  Massachusetts, 
where  she  is  currently  a  candidate 
for  a  doctorate  in  education.  She 
has  been  very  active  in  Fitchburg 
community  affairs,  particuarly  in 
volunteer  work  to  counsel  pa- 
tients with  cancer,  ind  in  her 
profession  by  publishing  articles 
in  Nursing  journals  and  in  leading 
workshops  and  seminars. 

Professor  Hoyt,  who  lives  in 
Merrimac.  holds  a  Masters  of 
Science  Degree  in  Nursing  from 
the  University  of  California.  She 
has  extensive  clinical  and  educa- 
tional experience  and  has  partici- 
pated in  numerous  workshops 
with  the  National  League  for 
Nursing  conferences  and  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
where  she  was  clinical  nurse 
leader.

Health  News

Diabetes  Mellitus  is  a  meta- 
bolic disorder  in  which  there  is  an 
inability  to  use  carbohydrates.  As 
a  result  the  blood  sugar  becomes 
elevated,  and  when  it  reaches  a 
certain  level,  the  excess  sugar  is 
excreted  by  the  kidney.  Symp- 
toms of  diabetes  are  increased 
appetite,  thirst,  weight  loss,  weak- 
ness, itching,  and  increased  urine 
output. 

There  are  two  types  of  diabetes 
mellitus.  First,  juvenile  or  growth- 
onset  diabetes,  is  the  result  of 
reduced  or  absent  secretion  of 
insulin.  Growth-onset  diabetes 
usually   starts    before    a    person 


reaches  the  age  of  20,  and  when  it 
is  detected  it  requires  immediate 
and  continued  therapy,  such  as 
the  administration  of  insulin. 
Second,  adult  or  maturity-onset 
diabetes,  is  a  result  of  a  persons' 
inability  to  use  the  insulin  which 
is  secreted  by  the  pancrease.  It 
usually  occurs  after  the  age  of  40 
and  can  almost  always  be  con- 
trolled by  dietary  means,  and  oral 
hypoglycemics. 

If  diabetes  is  undiagnosed  or 
untreated  it  can  lead  to  serious 
consequences,  such  as,  fluid  and 
electrolyte  imbalance,  acidosis, 
weakness,  and  possibly  coma.

Paperweight"  —  A  Winner

Paperweight,  a  play  performed 
by  the  Rhode  Island  Feminist 
Theater  from  Providence  was 
performed  Tuesday  night  as  part 
of  the  Women's  Week  program. 
Although  the  audience  was  rela- 
tively small,  they  loved  the  play. 
The  story  concerns  five  women 
who  work  as  clerical  workers  in 
an  insurance  firm  filing  records  of 
claims.  The  characters  come 
from  different  backgrounds,  one 
girl  scout  type,  one  married,  one 
single  middle  aged  woman,  one 
druggie  tough  girl  and  one  who 
wants  to  be  beautiful  and  lady- 
like. The  play  opens  with  each 
character  introducing  herself  and 
telling  a  little  about  her  style  of 
dress,  hobbies  and   habits.   The 


girls  talk  about  everything  while 
they  do  their  work  together. 
Their  male  supervisor  leaves  and 
is  replaced  by  a  woman.  She  has 
to  make  a  decision  on  whether 
one  of  the  girls  can  leave  early  in 
the  afternoon  to  attend  speech 
lessons  with  her  son.  Their  new 
supervisor  takes  the  question 
before  the  policy  committee 
where  it  is  voted  that  no  one  can 
leave  their  duties.  Since  her  son 
is  more  important,  she  quits  the 
job.  The  other  workers  decide  to 
stand  up  and  be  counted  by 
insisting  that  the  workers  and  the 
management  are  equally  rep- 
resented on  the  policy  com- 
mittee. 

The  conversations,  interactions 


and  situations  were  all  common 
and  easily  identified  with.  The 
writing  was  very  funny  and 
honest,  the  plot  was  interesting, 
the  length  was  endurable  and  the 
characters  were  real.  Each  of  the 
actresses  was  outstanding,  they 
played  off  of  each  other  well  and 
brought  personal  details  to  the 
character  that  made  them  come 
alive.  The  theme  was  important 
and  significant  to  all  women, 
which  is  what  made  this  play  a 
success.  The  actresses  themselves 
wrote  this  play  based  on  their 
own  experiences.  They  accurate- 
ly captured  a  little  piece  of  life 
many  of  us  see.  The  Women's 
Week  program  was  definitely 
strengthened  by  this  play. 


Clapton's  "Another  Ticket"

There  is  something  piecemeal 
about  Eric  Clapton's  new  release 
Another  Ticket.  Perhaps  it  is  just 
the  publicity  blurb  sticker  on  the 
jacket  which  states  -  "An  album 
"of  all  new  studio  recordings  from 
Eric  Clapton,"  but  it  seems  to  go 
deeper  than  that  -  the  album  has 
the  sound  of  a  random  sampling. 

There  are  four  sides  of  Clapton 
evident  on  this  album.  There  is 
the  hip-swinging,  almost  reggae- 
like sound  that  gets  air  time  and 
chart  ratings  with  the  song  "I 
Can't  Stand  It."  (Remember  I 
Shot  The  Sheriff?)  Then  there  is 
the  laid-back  lamenter  in  the 
songs  "Black  Rose,"  "Another 
Ticket,"  and  "Help  Me  Lord." 
T-his    is    the-  .lost  ..soul    Clapton. 


searching  for  answers  to  life's 
riddles  and  expressing  himself 
lyrically  rather  than  instrumental- 
ly.  Musically  I  find  it  boring,  but 
it  does  show  the  state  of  mind  of  a 
man  who  can  play  blues  guitar 
like  he  was  born  with  one  in  his 
hands. 

And  that  is  the  main  value  of 
this  album.  The  third  clapton  on 
this  record  is  the  bluesman  let 
loose  in  a  Sleepy  John  Estes  tune 
from  1940  called  "Floating 
Bridge."  In  this  song  you  hear  the 
finest,  sweetest  blues  guitarist 
around- today.  And  his  rendition 
of  "Blow  Wind  Blow"  would 
make  both  Chuck  Berry  and  BB 
King  smile  in  appreciation. 

Lest  we  forget  that  he  can  rock 
'n'  roll  Clapton  subtley  joins  the 


triple  guitar  lead  competition 
with  "Catch  Me  If  You  Can." 
(Outlaws  and  Molly  Hatchet  fans 
will  like  this  one),  and  closes  out 
the  album  with  a  pure  rocker 
called  "Rita  Mae."  This  one  could 
have  come  from  the  days  of 
Cream  if  it  were  just  a  bit  noisier. 
A  lot  of  people  will  like  parts  of 
this  album  but  very  few  will  like 
all  of  it.  It's  a  conglomeration  of 
what's  going  on  with  Eric  Clapton 
-  either  he  doesn't  quite  know 
what  he  wants  to  do  or  he's  tr\  ing 
to  do  too  much.  Or  then  again, 
perhaps  he  has  a  contractual 
agreement  to  fulfill.  Whatever  the 
case  may  be  the  album  is  aptly 
titled  -  each  song  is  Another 
Ticket.'

FSC  Softball  Preview

The  outlook  for  the  Fitchburg 
State  Women's  softball  team  is 
indeed  an  optimistic  one.  Falcon- 
head  coach  Joan  Howard  sums  up 
the  1981  season  this  way.  "I'm 
very  optimistic  about  the  season. 
We're  a  very  young  team,  but  we 
have  a  lot  of  skill.  Our  big 
problem  will  be  with  the  concen- 
tration and  mental  aspects." 

"The  playing  is  there,"  con- 
tinued the  coach.  "When  I  look  at 
the  personnel  totally,  right  now,  I 
know  we're  better  than  a  .500 
(equal  number  of  win  and  loss) 
season." 

The  youthful  Falcon  roster 
consists  of  fifteen  players,  includ- 
ing nine  freshman  who  will  com- 
bine their  efforts  with  the  six 
returning  members  of  last  sea- 
son's squad.  'The  infield  is  the 
young  part  of  our  team,"  com- 
mented Howard. 

The  perspective  starting  infield 
for  the  Falcons  will  include  three 
first  year  players:  Donna  Bean, 
Lori  Jean,  and  Tricia  Williamson. 

"Donna  Bean  was  working  at 
short  stop  with  Tricia  Williamson, 
but  we  moved  her  over  to  second 
base  to  give  the  infield  more 
strength.  Her  arm  is  much  strong- 
er and  that  way  we  have  more 
strength  at  short  and  at  second," 
said  Howard. 

— New  Faces — 

Another  one  of  the  new  faces 
to  look  for  in  the  Falcon  infield  is 
third  baseman,  Lori  Jean.  Jean, 
will  be  stepping  into  the  third 
base  position  vacated  by  Sheila 
Mitchell  who  graduated  last  May. 

"Lori  Jean  has  some  big  shoes 
to  fil  I  think,"  said  the  coach. 
"She  seems  to  have  a  lot  of  talent 
defensively.  Offensively,  she's 
very  'heads-up'  and  quick  on  the

Williamson.  'Tricia  has  good 
range  at  short  stop.  I  think  she'll 
fit  in  very  well,"  said  Howard. 

The  bulk  of  the  catching  duties 
will  be  handled  by  sophomore 
Sharon  Cox.  Cox,  who  started  last 
season  in  the  outfield,  was  forced 
into  action  behind  the  plate  due 
to  the  injury  to  then  starting 
catcher,  Moe  Guard. 

"Sharon  will  be  our  number 
one  catcher,  with  the  possibility 
of  Donna  Rice  as  a  back-up.  Rice 
will  mostly  action  in  the  second 
game  of  doubleheaders,"  com- 
mented Howard. 

The  rest  of- the  Falcon  defen- 
sive line-up  will  vary  upon  who  is 
pitching  since  so  many  of  the 
pitchers  also  play  other  positions. 
The  Falcons  are  deep  in  the 
pitching  department,  with  return- 
ing hurlers  Donna  Vanderlinden, 
Jane  Carbonneau,  and  Barbie 
O'Neil  to  be  joined  by  freshman 
Cindy  Johnson. 

"Donna  Vanderlinden  throws 
hard  and  is  our  most  consistant 
pitcher.  Barbie  O'Neil  changed 
her  delivery  (during  the  off- 
season) is  now  able  to  throw  the 
ball  a  lot  harder  and  with  more 
consistency,"  said  Howard. 

— Falcon  Offensive  Attack — 

The  Falcon  offense  will  be 
quite  varied,  as  their  attack  will 
be  well  balanced  with  power  and 
speed.  'The  hitting  seems  to  be  a 
lot  stronger,"  said  Howard.  "We 
have  the  long  ball  hitters  in 
Donna  Vanderlinden  and  Sharon 
Cox  who  are  in  the  middle  of  the 
order.  We  have  speed  and  agility 
in  front  of  them  in  our  first  two 
hitters,  Lori  Jean  and  Donna 
Rice.  If  those  two  get  on  the 
bases,  we'll  have  a  chance  to 
score  some  early  runs." 

"We  even  have  more  depth  on 
the  bench.  We  have  people  who 
can  stand  up  and  get  that  pinch 
hit  that  we'll  surely  need  during 

fi 


the  season." 

One  of  the  biggest  differences 
in  this  home  season  could  come 
in  the  form  of  spectator  support. 
Last  season,  the  Falcons  played 
all  their  home  games  at  Moran 
Field  in  West  Fitchburg.  Since 
that  facility  is  located  so  far  from 
the  FSC  campus,  very  few  fans 
were  able  to  attend  the  home 
games. 

"We'll  be  playing  all  our  home 
games  at  Coolidge  Park  (within 
walking  distance  of  the  campus) 
so  that  will  help  with  the  fans. 
They  (the  team)  are  determined 
to  prove  to  the  college  that  they 
do  exist!"  says  the  coach. 

The  Falcon  schedule  is  quite 
grueling  in  that  all  22  regular 
season  games  are  crammed  into  a 
period  of  just  over  one  month.  All 
the  games  that  are  played  within 
the  division  (DIVISION  III)  are 
scheduled  as  doubleheaders, 
which  accounts  for  14  games. 

"We  do  play  above  our  division 
also.  U.  Lowell  and  Holy  Cross 
are  both  Div.  II  teams.  UNH  is  at 
least  Div.  II,  if  not  Div.  I.  I  don't 
think  any  of  these  games  will  be 
easy,  we'll  have  to  work  for 
them,"  commented  Howard. 

"Our  big  goal,  especially  with 
the  six  returning  players,  is  to 
make  the  MAIAW  (Massachu- 
setts Association  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  for  Women)  tourna- 
ment, to  be  held  April  24-26th. 
Last  year  was  the  first  time  we 
qualified,"  explained  Howard. 

Coach  Howard  has  an  excellent 
philosophy  that  she  uses  with  her 
young  team  which  eases  the 
pressure  on  the  first  year  players. 
"I  like  to  see  the  girls  enjoying 
themselves  and  learning  while 
they  play.  If  we  win  along  the 
way,  that's  the  big  bonus,"  said 
Howard.

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MEET  COACH  SHEEHAN

About  a  month  ago  I  had  an 
interesting  interview  with  James 
Sheehan,  Coach  of  the  Cross 
Country,  Indoor  Track,  and  Out- 
door Track  teams.  Coach  Shee- 
han was  honored  by  his  fellow 
coaches  not  too  long  ago  as  the 
Division  3  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
Track  and  Field.  Here  is  a  portion 
of  the  interview  that  took  place 
prior  to  Coach  Sheehan  learning 
of  this  honor: 

Rhetoric:  How  do  you  approach  a 
season?  What  things  do  you 
do?" 
Sheehan:  First  of  all,  I  could  pad 
my  schedule  so  that  I  can  go 
undefeated.  Anybody  can  do  it. 
Its  easy!  So  what  we  do 
basically,  is  gear  towards  the 
championships.  For  us  thats  the 
important  thing.  The  meets  are 
preparation.  They  are  for  get- 
ting the  qualifying  perform- 
ance. What  happens  from  there 
is,  we  try  to  do  really  well  in  the 
big  meets.  Nobody  cares  if  you 
beat  Clark  (University)  by  30 
points  in  one  meet.  If  you  place 
in  the  New  Englands  that 
counts.  In  the  last  3  or  4  years 
we've  been  in  the  top  10  in  the 
nationals.  For  us  (winning 
meets  against  other  teams) 
that's  not  so  important.  Again, 
we  could  have  more  meets  too, 
but  it  wouldn't  be  conducive  to 
doing  well  in  the  nationals. 
Rhetoric:  That  would  burn  every- 
body out  wouldn't  it? 
Sheehan:  Right,  that  would  kind 

of  burn  the  kids  out. 
Rhetoric:  Do  you  have  any  All- 
American  prospects  this  year? 
Sheehan:  Yes,  we  have  Paul 
McGovern,  John  Baker,  John 
Deleo,  Rob  White,  and  possibly 
440  Relay  Team.  They  just 
missed  it  last  year;  they  fin- 
ished seventh  in  the  nationals 
last  year. 
Rhetoric:  If  you  qualify  for  the 
New  Englands  are  you  auto- 
matically qualified  for  the 
other  championship  meets? 
Sheehan:  No,  it  is  set  up  in  a 
ranking  order.  Like  the  Divi- 
sion 3  meet  is  strictly  all 
Division  3  schools.  So,  you 
have  to  run  or  do  a  certain 
standard  to  qualify  for  that.  To 
go  to  the  next  higher  thing  -  the 
All  New  Englands  -  you  have  to 
run  a  little  faster.  The  IC4A's 
even  faster.  The  NCAA's  even 
faster  than  the  IC4A's. 
Rhetoric:    The    IC4A's    what   is 

that? 
Sheehan:  Thats  the  whole  East, 
Villanova,  Georgetown,  etc. 
There  is  no  divisional  separa- 
tion; its  just  the  best.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  last  4  years 
we've  had  2  IC4A  champions. 
Ed  Healey  won  it  in  the 
Hammer  and  Dave  Farnsworth 
won  it  last  year  in  the  100  meter 
run.  You  see,  we  have  our 
outdoor  standards  and  each 
division  gets  tougher  and  the 
NCAA's  they're  top. 
Rhetoric:  So  you  know  ahead  of 
time  what  everyone's  going  to 
do  or  has  to  do  to  qualify? 
Sheehan:  Yes,  and  I  make  sure 
they  know  too.  You  see,  track 
has  to  be  a  year  round  thing. 


You  can't  just  come  out  for  it. 
Kids  will  come  up  to  me  and 
say  I  want  to  come  out  for 
track,  I  want  to  be  a  distance 
runner.  And  I  say  to  them, 
"What  are  you  doing?"  And 
they  say  a  couple  of  miles  a 
day.  Sprinters  for  example,  run 
40  to  50  miles  a  week.  So  it  is 
going  to  take  the  new  guy 
about  a  year  to  catch  up.  It  is 
an  on  going  process. 

Rhetoric:  So,  you  have  to  do  it  all 
year  round? 

Sheehan:  Exactly.  If  they  start  the 
second  week  back  in  school  in 
September.  Cross  Country  for 
example,  they  must  run  all 
summer  besides.  Because  the 
season  begins  two  weeks  after 
school  starts. 

Rhetoric:  So,  you  coach  Cross 
Country,  Indoor  Track,  and 
Outdoor  Track? 

Sheehan:  Right,  I  coach  from  the 
first  day  of  school  to  beyond 
the  last  day  of  school  is  in  the 
middle  of  May  and  we  don't 
finish  our  nationals  until  the 
end  of  May.  So  while  everyone 
else  is  out  of  school  here,  we 
stick  around  for  the  nationals. 
My  wife*  says  to  me  that  she 
won't  see  me  until  the  first 
Saturday  of  the  summer. 

Rhetoric:  Do  you  find  it  hard 
having  Indoor  Track  at  this 
school  and  not  having  any 
facilities? 

Sheehan:  Well,  its  hard  but  you 
still  go  through  it.  I  mean  we 
don't  have  the  advantages  of  a 
school  with  the  indoor  facilities 
but  our  guys  obviously  are  just 
as  good.  Its  tough,  training  in 
the  snow  when  its  10  below 
zero.  But  we  don't  use  it  as  an 
excuse.  Obviously  it  would  help 
if  we  had  it.  But  you  know, 
obviously,  we  are  still  very 
good  without  it. 

Rhetoric:  Do  you  know  if  there  is 
any  possibility  in  the  future,  of 
the  school  getting  any  indoor 
facilities?

Rhetoric:  Isn't  it  expensive  to 
have  all  your  indoor  meets 
away?  Your  travel  costs  must 


I've  contacted  many  kids  so  far 
and  I  have  all  these  stats  on 
them. 

Rhetoric:  Do  you  go  and  see 
these  guys  yourself? 

Sheehan:  Well,  I  try  to  contact 
them  through  a  letter  first.  And 
to  be  competitive  at  a  college 
level  you've  got  te  do  it. 
Nobody's  just  going  to  go  here. 
We  don't  have  a  scholarship  to 
offer  them  or  things  like  that  to 
get  them  to  come  here. 

Rhetoric:  Having  a  good  Track 
team  helps  doesn't  it? 

Sheehan:  Oh,  it  helps,  but  still 
you  have  to  show  them  that 
other  people  have  done  some- 
thing and  they're  going  to  have 
a  chance  to  do  something.

be  high. 

Sheehan:  Well,  to  cut  costs  like 
everyone  else,  we  try  to  take 
cars  to  meets,  instead  of  buses. 
You  see,  the  way  we  are  bud- 
geted, I  have  a  choice:  taking  a 
bus  or  having  a  meet.  And  the 
kids  don't  get  to  the  champion- 
ships if  they  don't  qualify.  And 
the  only  way  to  qualify  is  at  the 
meets.  So  I  sacrifice  a  couple  of 
bus  rides  and  I  sacrifice  meals 
here  and  there.

reports,  the  Board  made  their 
decision. 

SGA  President  Matt  Kenslea 
feels  the  decision  was  unfair.  "It  is 
a  reaction  to  an  isolated  oc- 
currence,," he  stated.  "Both  sides 
were  not  considered." 

The  Student  Government  has 
begun  to  mobilize  to  remedy  the 
situation.  "We  were  to  set  up  a 
committee  to  recommend  new 
rules  and  regulations  for  caf 
parties.  It  hadn't  met,"  Kenslea 
said.  "This  will  be  done.  We  are 
also  getting  a  letter  out  to  the 
Board  to  ask  that  they  reconsider 
their  decision."  Kenslea  hopes  to 
persuade  the  Board  to  set  up  a 
hearing  for  reinstating  the  day 
beer  and  wine  licensing.  "We 
hope  to  have  officers  who  worked 
parties  in  the  past  speak  in  our 
behalf,"  he  added. 

There  is  the  possibility  the 
Board  will  either  deny  or  post- 
pone the  request  indefinitely.  "I 
do  not  know  what  will  happen  if 
this  occurs,"  Kenslea  said.
